CONCLUSION OF THE ARIUSON 
TitlAL. 

At the enneluafnn of the nrgu- 
incut fur n new trial ailvenootl by 
the prisoners counsel. Judge Flinn 
took the raw under advisement un- 
III .Saturiluy morning. 

Hia Honor, in reviewing the case 
nnd Ihe mguiucnt for a new trial, 
spoke of the fnimnas nnd lull oppor- 
tunities presented for a full nnd im- 
partial investigation offered by tha 
State, aad of tb« lima con earned, 
which, though it waa lengthy, was 
not at all too much; and concluded 
by remarking that ba had, in face 
of popular feeling, twica admitted 
error in tha finding of a jury impair- 
neled to try cases of murder in tha 
first degree, and everrulad verdicts. 

Ilia cnnacirnce and his he rt, forti- 
fied by hi. understanding of the law, 
bad sustninedhim: and now, perhaps 
pronouncing the last decision called 
from him in his present official capac- 
ity, he xvna atlll aui rounded and sua- 
tnined by the aame honeat convic- 
tion nn ljudgement that had hereto- 
fore hern hia guide. 

W in. Arrisnn, Iha defendant, was 
then placed in front of tha bar aod 
commanded to stand op. 

Judge Flinn tlfcn proceeded to ad- 
dress the prisr.ner as follows: 
■William Arrison, you were indie- 
trd by the Crand Jury, under the first 
section of the Crimes Aot, foj the 
murder of Isaac Allison. The case 
waa submitted to a Jury ot yoor coun- 
trymen, and altrr a patient delibera- 
tion, this verdict was rendered. — 
(The f lark then read tbe verdict.)—

In this country, where everybody 
reads the newspapers, the mun must 
have u thick skull who does not see 
that there arc the clieuprsi and best 
mediums through w hich he can speak 
to the public, where ha is to find his 
customers. Put on the tqqicurunce

will follow. The farmer plants his 
seed, ami while In- is sleeping his 
corn and potatoes are growing. So 
with advertising. While you are 
sleeping, or eating, or conversing 
with one set of customers, your ad 
vcrtiseinent is being read by hun- 
dreds ami thousands of persons who 
never saw you or heard of your bu- 
siness, ami never would, had it no*, 
been for your advertisement appear- 
ing in the newspapers.
